Business  Education  enables  students  to  acquire  valuable  skills  while  still  attending  high  school.  In  addition,  these  same  skills  can  be 
enhanced  at  the  post-secondary  level. 

The  department  is  consistently  updating  the  equipment  and  skills  to  reflect  what  is  found  in  the  modern  office.  Students  are  trained 
on  electric  typewriters  in  the  advanced  courses  and  in  some  beginning  classes.  Training  is  available  on  the  Apple  II  Computer,  the 
Electronic  75  typewriter,  and  word  processing  skills  and  data  processing  technology  are  current  emphases  in  selected  courses. 

Courses  are  offered  on  both  a  vocational  and  personal  use  level.  Students  can  receive  intensive  training  in  the  accounting,  clerical,  and 
stenographic  skills  or  they  can  take  personal  information  and  exploratory  courses  in  business  procedures,  law,  recordkeeping,  consumer 
information,  business  machines,  note  taking,  data  processing  &  machine  transcription.
